Allegations lead to 
Falmouth Police Chief 
Mark Posey’s resignation

Mark Posey has officially 
resigned as Falmouth police chief 
effective Friday, February 6. The 
city and Posey reached a mutual 
agreement to end his employment 
amid a series of allegations that 
includes misappropriation of city 
funds/property and unauthorized 
sale of used police service revolv¬ 
ers. Posey had served the city of 
Falmouth as chief of police since 
2008. 

According to a press release 
issued by the city, Posey had 
obtained funds in the amount of 
$4,190 from the city for the pur¬ 
pose of effectuating confidential 
drug buys, but had failed to prop¬ 
erly account for the expenditure of 
those funds. Additionally, the city 
had become aware that Posey had 
also attempted to sell city-owned 
firearms without permission or 
authorization. 

Falmouth Mayor Elonda Hin¬ 
son placed Posey on paid suspen¬ 
sion Thursday, January 29 on sus¬ 
picion of these charges. Formal 
charges seeking his termination 
were then presented to him on 
Monday, February 2. An adminis¬ 
trative hearing was scheduled for 
Thursday, February 5 but Posey 
waived his rights under KRS 
15.520 (Police Officer’s Bill of 
Rights) and agreed to end his 
employment as chief of police. 
The meeting was cancelled at the 
request of Posey and his attorney. 

No criminal charges have been 
filed at this time. A spokesperson 
for the Kentucky attorney gener¬ 
al’s office, who would be in charge 
of a criminal investigation stated, 
“We cannot confirm or deny an 
investigation.” Although no infor¬ 
mation is being given at this time 
many are bracing themselves for 
what could be a lengthy and thor¬ 
ough investigation into the alleged 
charges. 

The city released a statement 
saying: “The city of Falmouth 
recognizes that stewardship over 
taxpayer dollars is one of the most 
sacred responsibilities public offi¬ 
cials have. Thus, we felt com¬ 
pelled to take immediate reaction 
to remove Mr. Posey from his 
position upon learning this infor¬ 
mation. The city cannot and will 
not allow any employees to abuse 
the public trust.” 

Not only is Posey accused of 


failing to account for $4,000 in 
taxpayer funds, but for also solic¬ 
iting money from private busi¬ 
nesses to pay for drug buys with¬ 
out receiving the approval from 
the city or providing proper docu¬ 
mentation. He also allegedly co¬ 
mingled city funds with another 
bank account that is not managed 
by the city and failed to inform the 
city of the account or provide 
appropriate documentation for it. 

In regards to the guns, the 
press release issued by the city 
stated that he sold six city-owned 
firearms to different individuals 
for $305 apiece. The guns were 
supposed to be traded in when 
new weapons were purchased in 
March of 2014. They were to be 
returned to Kiesler Policy Supply 
in order to receive a credit. Posey 
had no authority to sell these 
weapons and he failed to turn over 
the proceeds of the sale back to the 
city. The weapons were later 
recovered and returned to the 
manufacturer. Credit for them has 
been applied to the cost of the new 
guns. According to a recent weap¬ 
ons inventory though, two weap¬ 
ons were unable to be located. 
One is a firearm that $409 was 
paid and the other is a Mossberg 
500 shotgun. The status of these 
firearms is unknown as of this 
time. 

Falmouth Water and Waste 
Water Supervisor Todd Ramsey 
was one the individuals who pur¬ 
chased a firearm. He stated that he 
had no idea that he was doing 
anything wrong when he bought 
the gun. In a written statement 
issued to Mayor Hinson, Ramsey 
said: “In late June or early July I 
visited the wastewater plant and 
Chief Posey and a few other offi¬ 
cers of the Falmouth Police 
Department were at the shooting 
range. I was told they were getting 
new weapons and in the process of 
trading the old ones out. It was 
expressed to me there was a buy¬ 
back program and if I was inter¬ 
ested I could get one for $305. I 
told Chief Posey I would be inter¬ 
ested and he explained a process 
would have to be followed but I 
could get one. In late September I 
received the weapon. I had spoken 
to Mark Hart about this and in late 
November I was told I needed to 
turn the weapon back in due to 
some kind of problem. I did this

Months of recovery 
have followed the accident 
in which Teresa Logan 
Rick, a Pendleton County 
911 Dispatcher, and son, 
Jake Locknane, were 
involved on September 29, 
2014. Teresa is still travel¬ 
ing to Gateway Rehab in 
Florence for therapy and 
Jake continues to go to 
Daniel Drake Outpatient 
Rehab in West Chester for 
speech therapy. To date the 
cost of Teresa's medical 
bills total $350,000. 

Happily Teresa has 
moved past the place 
where she has to depend 
on others for every need. 
Still dependent on a single 
crutch for balance, she 
feels she has her "free¬ 
dom" back. The main thing 
she has to deal with now is 
the stiffness in her right 
ankle, which was crushed 
in the accident and is 
mostly metal. It will take 
some time before it loos¬ 
ens up. 

"It was hard going from 
being a mom, a person 
who's constantly on the 
run to not being able to do 
anything," Teresa 

explained. "Not even being 
able to go to the store for a 
Mountain Dew. Having to 
ask someone to do it for 
it." 

The experience has 
brought many changes in 
Teresa. "It makes you take 
a hard look at yourself. 
You look at lots of things 
differently. You can't take 
the little things for grant¬ 
ed," she shared humbly. 

A lot of hard work has 
gone into the progress 


she's made. And she is 
extremely grateful to her 
parents, Terry and Bonnie 
Logan and to Larry and 
Mary Jo Locknane for all 
the care they've given to 
her children while she's 
been recovering. 

"Everybody's been so 
great and supportive," she 
said with teary eyes. "Not 
just for me and Jake, but 
our whole family. Ours is a 
very giving and caring 
community. 

"I appreciate so much 
what people are trying to 
do for us. It's really very 
appreciated. 

"As to those who 
worked to find us, thanks 
is just not enough. I've 
been a part of the emer¬ 


gency personnel for eleven 
years and you couldn't ask 
for a better family."

1 tsp baking powder 

3/4 tsp salt 

2 1/2 stick butter, cut in 
pieces 

3/4 c sugar 

1 large egg, plus one egg 
white 

2 tsp lemon, lime or orange 
zest 


Directions 

• In a food processor, 
combine flour, baking 
powder and salt. Pulse to 
mix. 

• Add butter and pulse until 
mixture resembles coarse 
cmmbs. 


• Add sugar, eggs and 
lemon zest and process 
until mixture resembles 
wet sand. 

• Turn mixture out onto a 
lightly floured surface; 
knead several times until 
dough comes together. 

• Divide into 3 portions; 
flatten each into a disk. 

• Roll each disk to an 1/8- 
inch thickness between 
sheets of parchment. 

• Stack dough (still in 
parchment) on a baking 
sheet; refrigerate 20 
minutes. 

• Preheat oven to 375 
degrees, with racks in 
middle and lower thirds. 


• Working with 1 dough 
sheet at a time, peel off 
parchment (save for 
baking). 

• With lightly floured cutters, 
cut dough into desired 
shapes and arrange, 1 inch 
apart, on two parchment- 
lined rimmed baking sheets 
(re-roll scraps, if desired). 

• Bake until cookies are 
set but still pale, 7 to 9 
minutes, rotating sheets 
halfway through. 

• Transfer cookies to 
wire racks and let cool 
completely. 

• Using a pastry bag and tip, 
frost cookies with icing and 
decorate with sugar!

Sixty-nine graduate from Kentucky State Police Academy 


The Kentucky State Police 
Academy presented diplomas 
to 69 new troopers at ceremo¬ 
nies held today in Frankfort. 
Their addition to the force 
brings the agency’s strength to 
a total of 910 troopers serving 
the citizens of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

“During tough budgetary 
times, Governor Beshear’s 
continuing support for the 
public safety mission of the 
Kentucky State Police has 
allowed us to continue cadet 
classes on a regular basis,” said 
KSP Commissioner Rodney 
Brewer. “These new troopers 
will help replace those who 
have retired during the past 
year. Maintaining strength lev¬ 
els are a challenge, however, 
with our ranks about 100 
troopers below fully autho¬ 
rized levels. Nonetheless, our 
service and commitment to 
the citizens of the Common¬ 
wealth remains strong and 
effective.” 


The new troopers are part 
of the agency’s 92nd cadet 
class. They started a 23-week 
training cycle on August 3, 
2014 in a class that consisted 
of 110 cadets. Forty-one 
resigned during the weeks of 
mental and physical challenges 
that followed. Three women 
started the program and one, 
Leslie Strong, of Hyden, com¬ 
pleted the training. The class 
also included one African 
American and one Asian 
American. 

The training included 
more than 1,000 hours of 
classroom and field study in 
subjects such as constitutional 
law, juvenile and traffic law, 
use of force, weapons training, 
defensive tactics, first aid, high 
speed vehicle pursuit, criminal 
investigation, computer litera¬ 
cy, hostage negotiations, evi¬ 
dence collection, radio proce¬ 
dures, search and seizure, crash 
investigation, drug identifica¬ 
tion, traffic control, crowd 


control, armed robbery 
response, land navigation, 
electronic crimes, sex crimes, 
hate crimes, domestic vio¬ 
lence, bomb threats and haz¬ 
ardous materials. 

Several members of the 
class earned special recogni¬ 
tions including valedictorian 
Joseph Borders, of Louisville, 
Ky., and salutatorian Parker 
Lee, of Ashland, Ky. 

Patrick Ford, of Versailles, 
Ky., received the Ernie Bivens 
Award, an honor presented to 
the cadet who, in the opinion 
of the KSP Academy staff sup¬ 
ported by input from the 
cadets themselves, shows dis¬ 
tinction as a class leader, strives 
for academic excellence and 
has excelled in all phases of the 
academy’s physical and voca¬ 
tional training. 

Bradford Martin, of Ivel, 
Ky., received the Commission¬ 
er’s Commitment to Excel¬ 
lence Award, which is present¬ 
ed to cadets who demonstrate 


leadership, the desire to get the 
job done and the determina¬ 
tion to be the best every day. 

Chadd Daniels, of Bimble, 
Ky., received the Overall Fit¬ 
ness Award. 

Four of the cadets are from 
Lawrenceburg. Corbin, Lon¬ 
don, Louisville and Pikeville 
are each represented by three 
cadets. Georgetown, Hender¬ 
son, Murray, Smiths Grove 
and Somerset are each repre¬ 
sented by two cadets. 

The following is a list of 
the new troopers from post 6, 
their duty assignments and 
their hometowns or residenc¬ 
es: Zachary Alsip, Demoss- 
ville, Shayne Currans, Cyn- 
thiana, Joseph Filiatreau, 
Georgetown, Patrick Ford, 
Versailles, Joshua Wise, 
Georgetown.

Review of "Killing Patton " 


By Dave Shipp 

Killing Patton by Bill 
O’Reilly and Martin Dugard 
is not a book for the faint¬ 
hearted. The authors, 
through exhaustive research, 
have included in this book 
the horrors of World War II 
plus many of the indiscre¬ 
tions of its central charac¬ 
ters, George Patton, Dwight 
Eisenhower, Adolph Hitler, 
Joseph Stalin, Winston 
Churchill and Franklin 
Roosevelt as well as other 
prominent individuals in 
World War II. They allude 
to the belief that were it not 
for George Patton, Ameri¬ 
cans might be speaking Ger¬ 
man today. 

The book describes Pat¬ 
ton’s battles in detail and the 
discontent Patton had with 
fellow generals. Many dis¬ 
turbing German and Rus¬ 
sian atrocities were also 
recounted. An often used 
cliche is “keep your friends 
close but your enemies clos¬ 
er.” Such was the case with 
Russia and America. Patton 
understood that Russia 
would develop as a major 
enemy and acted according- 
ly - 

Chapter nine is devoted 
to the religion of George S. 
Patton. “Every man in the 
Third Army carries a 3x5 
card that has a Christmas 
greeting from Patton on one 


side and a special prayer for 
good weather on the other. 
The general firmly believes 
that faith is vital when it 
comes to doing the impos¬ 
sible.” The authors also 
stated “Patton sees no theo¬ 
logical conflict in asking 
God to allow him to kill the 
enemy. He has given the 
cruel order that all SS sol¬ 
diers are to be shot rather 
than take them prisoner.” 
Obviously Patton’s theology 
(he was Episcopalian) is not 
what one hears in typical 
sermons. 

George S. Patton Jr. offi¬ 
cially died at 5:45 on 
December 21, 1945 as a 
result of a suspicious auto¬ 
mobile accident (his driver 
at the time was Kentucky 
native PFC Horace 
Woodring). The authors 
proclaim “the death of Gen¬ 
eral George S. Patton pres¬ 
ents a disturbing picture if 
one fully accepts history’s 
contention that his demise 
was simply the result of an 
accident.” 

This reviewer’s father 
served in World War II and 
was very proud that he 
served under General Pat¬ 
ton’s command. For an 
interesting and accurate his¬ 
tory of this tough and out¬ 
spoken general check out a 
copy of Killing Patton at the 
Pendleton Co. Public 
Library.

It’s time to edit the Affordable Care Act

There are two good 
points to Obamacare. Insur¬ 
ance for Americans with 
preexisting conditions is 
vital to saving some Ameri¬ 
cans from financially 
drowning. Also, not drop¬ 
ping an individual’s health 
insurance because he gets 
sick is also crucial. Making 
insurance available for 
America’s very down and 
out is not a bad thing. How¬ 
ever, this is only expanded 
Medicaid. Helping people 
to become well, productive, 
get off Medicaid, work a job 
and pay insurance premi¬ 
ums must be the goal of 
every state. 

So far here is what 
Obamacare has done for me 
beginning January 1 of this 
year. My premium increased 
over $250 per month. I now 
pay 10% of all my medical 
bills. For example, if my 
hospital bill is $100,000 I 
will pay my deductible plus 
another $10,000. My rou¬ 
tine prescription cost has 
increased. Now, there will 
always be a charge per pre¬ 
scription. Before January 1, 
once I met my deductible 
my prescriptions were free. I 
don’t like using the word 
free because they weren’t 
really free. My premium was 
plenty last year as well. 

I guess I should be rav¬ 
ing about the new Afford¬ 
able Care Act. I do know 
people who now have free 
insurance, paid by taxpayers 
of course. They have a 
$6,000 deductible but after 
that they pay zero. The best 
aspect of their plan is that 
they do not pay a monthly 
premium. The downside is 
that they do not make very 
much in salary. For them I 
am glad they can say they 


now have medical insur¬ 
ance. 

Kentucky has been a 
shining example of how well 
the Affordable Care Act has 
been received. The gover¬ 
nor bragged about how 
seamless enrollment was for 
the commonwealth citizens. 
Over 300,000 Kentuckians 
were added to the Medicaid 
rolls of the already finan¬ 
cially devastated state. Ken¬ 
tucky is about eighteen mil¬ 
lion dollars in the red and 
going deeper. 

Even worse, many doc¬ 
tors aren’t that excited when 
a Medicaid patient shows 
up. Recently I was out of 
state and needed to see a 
doctor. While waiting I 
overheard the receptionist 
tell more than one person 
via phone and even at the 
desk, “We don’t accept 
Medicaid.” I’m sure this 
comes as a big surprise to 
you but the government 
pays less than some doctors 
want to make. I found out 
how much this particular 
doctor wanted to make - 
$175 for the office visit! I 
got to shell that out since it’s 
January and it will be awhile 
before I reach my deduct¬ 
ible. I was shocked at this 
office visit price since my 
good old Indiana doc charg¬ 
es about $80 for an office 
call. 

I realize it’s not a perfect 
world and America has a lot 
to be thankful for. However, 
saying that Obamacare will 
be better for everybody is a 
matter of opinion. My 
opinion is that it’s not so 
great. 

Here is what we need to 
do: We should upgrade the 
public county health clinics 
nationwide. We should have 
a doctor and nurses in every 
clinic. We are not talking 


about $300,000 a year sala¬ 
ries for the docs but cer¬ 
tainly good salaries. This 
would be a place where any¬ 
one especially the poor 
could go for free medical 
help. Remember, there are 
MDs not accepting Medic¬ 
aid patients. Good and free 
clinics would be someplace 
people could count on. 

Have limited emergency 
care in all the medical clin¬ 
ics. 

Keep Medicaid for the 
truly disabled. Make it tem¬ 
porary for the poor. The 
poor need it for a time but 
should not be allowed to be 
on it forever. A hospital 
should never be allowed to 
turn anyone away regardless 
if they are paying via Medic¬ 
aid or other insurance car¬ 
rier. 

Making medical insur¬ 
ance competitive would 
help. People in Florida 
should be able to shop 
insurance providers in Texas 
and vice versa. Allow com¬ 
petition between insurance 
companies across state lines 

The bottom line is that 
no American can afford to 
be without healthcare insur¬ 
ance. A trip to the hospital 
can bankrupt most Ameri¬ 
cans. Every American 
should take personal respon¬ 
sibility for his or her health. 
We should have affordable 
American healthcare. The 
very poor and disabled 
should have good accessible 
healthcare. Finally we need 
to greatly edit Obamacare.

It’s time to stop double 
taxing social security benefits 


On January 28, 2015 I 
introduced the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Tax Elimination Act 
(H.R. 589). This bill would 
assist our struggling middle 
class by eliminating an 
unnecessary and unjust 
double-tax on seniors. 

Social Security itself is 
financed by tax dollars, so 
forcing elderly and senior 
Americans to list these ben¬ 
efits as taxable income on 
their tax returns is absurd. 
This sneaky technique 
allows Congress to obtain 
more revenue for the federal 
government by taxing ben¬ 
efits owed to citizens who 
have paid into Social Secu¬ 
rity most of their lives. 
When Social Security ben¬ 
efits are taxed, they are, of 
course, reduced for the per¬ 
son who receives the bene¬ 
fit. 


As the Congressional 
Research Service reports, 
“Until 1984, Social Security 
benefits were exempt from 
the federal income tax. The 
exclusion was based on rul¬ 
ings made in 1938 and 
1941 by the Department of 
the Treasury, Bureau of 
Internal Revenue (the pre¬ 
decessor of the Internal 
Revenue Service). The 1941 
Bureau ruling viewed bene¬ 
fits as being for general wel¬ 
fare and reasoned that sub¬ 
jecting the payments to 
income taxation would be 
contrary to the purposes of 
Social Security.” 

In other words, the 
1941 equivalent of the IRS 
viewed the taxation of 
Social Security benefits as 
being unjust and contrary 
to the purpose for which 
Social Security was created! 

For over forty years, 
then, Social Security bene¬ 
fits remained untouched by 
tax-happy congressmen. 


What made Congress 
change its mind? Well, per¬ 
haps the opportunity to 
obtain more revenue for the 
federal government was 
simply too enticing for 
most congressmen, who 
didn’t see anything wrong 
with taxing Social Security 
benefits to get more money 
for the government’s cof¬ 
fers. 

When Congress first 
implemented the tax in 
1984, it set politically palat¬ 
able levels so as not to affect 
middle class retirees. How¬ 
ever, because the thresholds 
for taxing Social Security 
have not been adjusted for 
inflation, more and more 
retirees are now subject to 
the tax. What was consid¬ 
ered a generous retirement 
income in 1984 is no longer 
comfortable, so eliminating 
this tax will benefit increas¬ 
ingly large numbers of 
Americans. 

As the number of retir¬ 
ees forced to pay this tax 
increases, public awareness 
of the tax on Social Security 
benefits will likewise 
increase. If congressmen are 
inundated with complaints 
from their constituents 
regarding this unfair and 
unjust tax, surely Congress 
could find the will to reduce 
or eliminate it altogether. 

As my colleague and fel¬ 
low co-sponsor Ron DeSan¬ 
tis says, “Americans pay 
taxes their entire working 
lives to support Social Secu¬ 
rity, so there is no reason 
why these earned benefits 
should be taxed once again 
when they receive them. 

ressman Massie’s legis¬ 
lation promotes transpar¬ 
ency by blowing the whistle 
on the federal government 
for double-taxation.” 

H.R. 589 was originally

later Chief Posey called and 
returned my money in full.” 

Ramsey went on to say that 
all his paperwork and licenses 
were properly checked before he 
received the firearm. He has 
cooperated with Hinson regard¬ 
ing procedure and information 
about the incident. Of the six 
revolvers reportedly being 
sold, Ramsey is the only recipi¬ 
ent to have his name made 
public at this time. 

Mark Hart, who was mayor 
at the time of the alleged inci¬ 
dents, released a statement say¬ 
ing: “I am aware through the 
news media, of an investigation 
the current mayor of Falmouth 
is conducting against the police 
chief. However, I am not a part 
of this investigation and have 
no specific knowledge of what is 
going on. I do not know enough 
about the charges made against 
the police chief to comment any 
further at this time.” 

Mark Posey returned phone 
calls placed to him and talked 
about the charges that have 
been made but did not com¬ 
ment publicly. His attorney 
Robert A. Winter Jr. released 
the following statement: “On 
January 29, 2015, Chief Posey 
received a letter from Mayor 
Elonda Hinson detailing certain 
charges regarding his service as 
police chief for the city of Fal¬ 


mouth. The charges involved 
fire arms sales, a fire arms inven¬ 
tory, and public funds used to 
make drug purchases. Chief 
Posey was suspended for these 
matters. Thereafter, a hearing 
was scheduled by Mayor Hin¬ 
son regarding these charges 
under Kentucky’s Policeman’s 
Bill of Rights statute. 

The fire arms inventory 
charges should have been dealt 
with summarily because the 
arms in question were either on 
hand or did not belong to the 
city in the first place. The mat¬ 
ter of fire arms sales had been 
previously address by previous 
Mayor Mark A. Hart and, 
frankly, is old news. 

Chief Posey predicts that a 
review of the public funds in 
question will show that all 
funds and accounts are in order. 
Like Mayor Hinson, he firmly 
believes that stewardship over 
public funds is a sacred respon¬ 
sibility of any public official 
charged with those duties. 
Chief Posey beliefs apply to the 
funds that were the subject of 
the charges. 

As far the hearing goes, the 
chief and the city settled their 
differences. He voluntarily 
resigned as Chief of the Fal¬ 
mouth Police Department and 
waived his rights under the 
Policeman’s Bill of Rights stat¬ 
ute. Mayor Hinson withdrew 


her charges “with prejudice.” 
Since the parties settled their 
differences on the pending 
issues, there was no need to 
hold the hearing and it was 
cancelled. Lastly, the city 
agreed to provide Chief Posey 
with one week of accrued vaca¬ 


tion pay. 

Chief Posey hopes that 
these matters are truly behind 
the city and him. He fondly 
remembers his service to the 
city of Falmouth and all the 
citizens, fellow officers, and 
officials he had the opportunity 
to come in contact with over 
the years.”

Mayor Hinson has named 
Captain Roger Nowakowski as 
interim chief of police and 
ensures the city’s public safety 
will not be affected during this 
transition. The Pendleton 
County Sheriff’s Office is aware 
of the current situation and is 
helping to provide adequate 
police coverage during this 
time. 

Mayor Hinson had nothing 
to say regarding the case.

Department of Revenue is temporarily 
holding TurboTax electronic returns 


Fraudulently filed tax 
returns through TurboTax 
has Kentucky and other 
states putting a temporary 
hold on processing all elec¬ 
tronic returns. The Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Rev¬ 
enue anticipates just a few 
additional days to the 
refund process, with the 
goal of returning to normal 
processing late next week. 

“We have strong inter¬ 
nal controls to protect Ken¬ 
tucky taxpayer data and 
personal information,” said 
Mack Gillim, executive 
director of the Office of 
Processing and Enforce¬ 
ment. “With our internal 
fraud detection processes, 
as well as the fraud analyt¬ 
ics evaluations our third 
party vendor performs, we 
are able to kick out thou¬ 


sands of fraudulent 
returns.” 

According to the depart¬ 
ment, filing electronically is 
still safe and the quickest 
way for taxpayers to get 
their refund. This delay is 
temporary and the refund 
may take closer to two 
weeks for processing 
instead of 7-10 days. 

The current issue is 
confined to returns pro¬ 
cessed through Intuit, Inc.’s 
TurboTax program. Intuit, 
Inc. is working closely with 
states to assess and resolve 
the issue. 

In addition to states’ 
fraud detection systems 
flagging suspicious returns, 
some taxpayers tried to file 
their taxes and received a 
message through TurboTax 
saying their return had 


already been filed. This 
prompted calls to various 
state revenue departments 
further alerting them to 
suspicious filings. 

Intuit, Inc. has set up a 
dedicated call center, 800- 
944-8596, for customers to 
call if they believe they have 
been victims of tax fraud. 
In Kentucky, taxpayers can 
call the Department of 
Revenue Taxpayer Assis¬ 
tance line at 502-564- 
4581. 

Electronic filing in Ken¬ 
tucky has been available to 
individuals since the 1995 
tax year. It is the only way 
to have a refund direct 
deposited. In the last five 
years, e-filing for individu¬ 
als has increased from 65 
percent to more than 84 
percent in 2014. 


Over 100 new bills filed in a single day 
this week at the State Capitol 


In one of the busiest bill¬ 
filing days in recent years, 
members of the Kentucky 
General Assembly introduced 
more than 100 bills in a single 
day this week. 

The parade of bills being 
formally introduced in the 
Senate and House chambers 
on Tuesday marked the 
resumption of the 2015 legis¬ 
lative session after a three- 
week break. It’s now clearer 
than ever that there’s much 
work to be done in a relatively 
short amount of time. This 
year’s 30-day session is con¬ 
sidered a short one, in con¬ 
trast with the 60-day sessions 
held in even-numbered years. 

By the time lawmakers’ 
completed this week’s work 
on Friday, the number of bills 
introduced in both chambers 
totaled 480. Many of these 
bills have been in the works 
for months, and early news 
reports indicated it would be 
a busy session. But seeing the 
list of bills one after the other 
highlights the point that this 
year’s array of issues is a par¬ 
ticularly diverse one. 

A relatively small sam¬ 
pling of the proposals law¬ 
makers are considering this 
year includes measures to: 

• increase the state’s mini¬ 
mum wage from the current 
$7.25 an hour to $10.10 over 
the next three years. 

• set up a pilot program to 
establish up to five charter 
schools in Louisville and Lex¬ 
ington. 

• place a statewide ban on 
smoking in restaurants, bars 
and other public places and 
workplaces. 

• allow prescriptions for 
medical marijuana. 

• let voters decide on a 
proposed a constitutional 
amendment to automatically 
restore voting rights to felons 
convicted of certain offenses 
upon the completion of sen¬ 
tences and probation. 

• require a face-to-face 
meeting between the preg¬ 
nant woman and a healthcare 
provider at least 24-hours 
before an abortion takes 
place. Lawmakers are also 
considering a measure that 
would require a medical doc¬ 
tor to perform an ultrasound 
prior to a woman giving 
informed consent for an abor¬ 
tion. 

• place a proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment on the 
ballot to give the General 
Assembly authority to halt 
administrative regulations 
found to be deficient. 

• permit communities to 
vote on a temporary local 
sales tax of up a penny to 
fund a specific projects. 


• allow workers the choice 
to work at unionized shops 
without paying dues to an 
organized labor group. 

• curb dating abuse by 
allowing people in such rela¬ 
tionships to receive civil pro¬ 
tective orders. 

• stabilize the state’s road 
fund by placing a higher floor 
on the level the state’s gas tax 
- which is tied to the whole¬ 
sale price of gas - can drop to. 

• extend domestic-vio¬ 
lence protection to people in 
dating relationships. 

• tackle the state’s heroin 
problem through a combina¬ 
tion of efforts, including 
stronger sentences for heroin 
dealers, more treatment 
options for addicts and wider 
use of naloxone, a drug that 
can reverse the effects of a 
heroin overdose. 

• allow bonds to be sold 
to shore up the Kentucky 
Teachers Retirement System. 

• establish an indepen¬ 
dent panel of medical experts 
to review claims of medical 
malpractice before a lawsuit 
can be brought in circuit 


court. 

• exempt public school 
construction projects from 
the prevailing wage law. 

• allow the use of more 
public-private partnerships, 
or P3s, to finance major proj¬ 
ects in Kentucky. 

• strengthen efforts to pre¬ 
vent dog fighting by prohibit¬ 
ing the possession, training, 
breeding, and selling of four¬ 
legged animals for fighting.

Legislation targets repeat DUI offenders 


A bill to strengthen pen¬ 
alties for habitual drunken 
drivers in Kentucky became 
one step closer to law on 
Thursday with its passage 
out of a key state Senate 
committee. 

Senate Bill 34, spon¬ 
sored by Senator Dennis L. 
Parrett, would change what 
is known in legal circles as 
the “look back period” to 
10 years from five years. 
What that means is that if 
someone is convicted of 
drunken driving multiple 
times in a 10-year period 
the penalties for the crimes 
can be increased. 

“For a lot of people one 
DUI, as serious as it is, is a 
mistake,” Senator Parrett, 
D-Elizabethtown, said dur¬ 
ing testimony before the 
Senate Standing Commit¬ 
tee on Judiciary. “I respect 
that. Two is not. Two is a 
problem. Three is a big 
problem. Four is even a big¬ 
ger problem.” 

Parrett said he worked 
with the county attorney, 
judges and others in his 
district when drafting the 
legislation along with Rep. 
John Tilley, D-Hopkinsville 
and Senator Whitney West- 
erfield, R-Hopkinsville, 
who is a cosponsor of SB 34 
and is chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee. 

SB 34 now goes to the 
full Senate for further con¬ 


sideration. If the bill 
becomes law, Senator Par¬ 
rett said it would be named 
the Brianna Taylor Act. Bri- 
anna was 17 when she died 
in a car wreck eight months 
ago in Hardin County. The 
Elizabethtown High School 
graduate was on her way 
home at the time of the 
crash. 

The driver of the other 
vehicle, 35-year-old 
Michael Hilton, has been 
charged with driving under 
the influence, two counts of 
assault and murder, Senator 
Parrett said. A hearing in 
the criminal case is set for 
Feb. 17 in Hardin Circuit 
Court. Hilton will stand 
trial on March. 9. He also 
faces additional drug-relat¬ 
ed charges. 

It is the seventh time 
Hilton has been charged 
with driving under the 
influence. Senator Parrett 
said. Hilton was sentenced 
to three years in prison in 


2006 for repeat drunken- 
driving offences, according 
to the Administrative Office 
of the Court. Because Hil¬ 
ton’s last drunken-driving 
conviction happened more 
than five years ago, the lat¬ 
est charge is considered his 
first under the legal defini¬ 
tion of Kentucky current 
criminal statutes. 

“I just feel there needs to 
be more accountability for 
people out there with mul¬ 
tiple DUIs,” said Brianna’s 
mother, Tonya Taylor, who 
testified before the commit¬ 
tee along with her husband, 
David. “The current law is 
very lax.”

Understanding your employer’s pay check stubs 


When you work, your 
employer will give you a pay 
stub when you get paid, 
even if you use direct depos¬ 
it. Understanding the infor¬ 
mation on the pay stub is 
vital to managing your 
money and budgeting. 

Each company’s pay stub 
is different, according to 
KHEAA, but all employers 
must include these items: 

• Gross Pay: This is what 
you earned that pay period 
before any taxes or benefits, 
such as insurance, were 
withheld. 

• Net Pay: This is your 
take-home pay after all the 
taxes and benefits have been 
deducted from your gross 
pay. 

• Federal Tax Amount: 
Federal income tax might be 
abbreviated as Fed Tax, FT 
or FWT. This is how much 
was withheld to pay your 
federal taxes, based on the 
W-4 form you filled out 
when you were hired. 


• State Tax: State taxes 
might be abbreviated as St 
Tax, STW or simply by the 
abbreviation of the state in 
which you reside (for exam¬ 
ple, KY). 

• Local Tax: Some cities, 
counties or school districts 
may require you to pay a 
local tax. You may not have 
this tax withheld if you 
don’t live or work in an area 
that assesses these taxes. 

• Social Security Tax: 
Social Security tax might be 
abbreviated FICA, SS, 
SSWT or OASDI. The fed¬ 
eral government requires 
that 6.2 percent of your 
wages be withheld. 

• Medicare: Medicare 
tax might be abbreviated 
MWT or Med. Like Social 
Security taxes, the federal 
government requites that 
1.45 percent of your wages 
be withheld. 

• Year-to-date (for pay 
and deductions): The year- 
to-date fields show how 


much you have earned up to 
that point, as well as what 
has been deducted for each 
tax or benefit.

Income tax tips that students should consider 


Income tax season is here, 
and students may want to 
consider these tips from the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) to help the pro¬ 
cess go more smoothly. 

Although you may not 
have earned enough to be 
required to file, you may be 
able to get a refund if your 
employer withheld taxes 
from your pay. Before you 
file, though, discuss the situ¬ 
ation with your parents. 
Depending on how much 
they contributed to your 
upkeep during the year, they 
may be able to claim you as a 
dependent, which could save 
them thousands of dollars. 

Students and parents may 
be able to take advantage of 


these programs on their fed¬ 
eral taxes: 

• American Opportunity 
Credit, available for the first 
four years of college. 

• Lifetime Learning 
Credit, available if a taxpayer 
or a dependent is taking col¬ 
lege courses to acquire or 
improve job skills. 

• Tuition and fees deduc¬ 
tion, which lets taxpayers 
deduct qualified education 
expenses paid during the year 
for themselves or a depen¬ 
dent. The expenses must be 
for college. 

• Student loan interest 
deduction, which lets people 
deduct up to $2,500 per year 
on federal taxes for interest 
paid on federal student loans.

grams, go to www.irs.gov to 
download the free Publica¬ 
tion 970 Tax Benefits for 
Education. 

Kentucky also offers a 
tuition tax credit for under¬ 
graduate students who attend 
state colleges. 

Remember that tax rules 
may change from year to 
year, so make sure you have 
the most up-to-date infor¬ 
mation before filing.

Wildcats right ship, win three of four

The Pendleton County Wild¬ 
cats snapped a six-game losing 
streak last week by collecting 
three wins in six days to 
improve to 11-15 overall. 

The Cats traveled to Robert¬ 
son County on Feb. 2. and 
behind another strong offen¬ 
sive performance from junior 
guard Michael Antrobus were 
able to collect an impressive 
22-point victory. Antrobus led 
four Wildcats in double-figures 
with 28 points on 10 of 19 
shooting including six three- 
pointers. Senior center Hunter 
Lea poured in 15 points, 
grabbed seven rebounds and 
swatted four shots while Pat¬ 
rick McCain and Wade Brown¬ 
ing each added 10 points 
apiece as the Wildcats cruised 
to a 73-51 win. 

"Michael carried us tonight," 
said head coach Keaton 
Belcher. "He was efficient 
offensively with 28 points and 
he has been shooting the ball 
well for most of the season." 

The Cats hot shooting car¬ 
ried over two nights later on 
the road at Walton-Verona. 
After shaking off a slow start, 
Pendleton County poured in 
20 points in both the second 
and third quarter to pull away 
from Walton-Verona and col¬ 
lect a 56-42 victory. Antrobus 
once again filled up the scoring 
column as he paced the Wild¬ 
cats with 25 points on seven of 
14 shooting. Lea added 11 
points and seven rebounds. 
After the game, coach Belcher 
noted that it was his club's 
defense that made the differ¬ 
ence in the contest. 

"Our pressure really bothered 
Walton-Verona. And I believe 


our defense has come a long 
way since December. Also, 
Michael has been shooting the 
ball with confidence lately. 
He's facing the opposing 
team's best defender every 
night and still putting up solid 
numbers. It's nice to win two 
in a row after a disappointing 
end to January," noted Belcher. 

The Wildcats returned 
home on Feb. 6 to host Sayre. 
Before the game, two ceremo¬ 
nies were held to honor the 
tenth anniversary of the his¬ 
toric 2004-05 Wildcat team 
that won the 10th Region 
Tournament and secured the 
third KHSAA Sweet Sixteen 
berth for the school and the 
first trip since 1971. Also, for¬ 
mer Wildcat standout point 
guard and all-time school assist 
leader Tyler Mains was recog¬ 
nized by having his jersey 
retired. 

The Cats appeared ready to 
claim their third win in a row 
by hitting three 3-pointers in 
the first quarter, however the 
team's shooting would turn 
stone cold for the remainder of 
the night as Sayre jumped out 
to a double-digit lead and 
never looked back. 

The Wildcats opened the 
third quarter with a mini-run 
to pull within five at 32-27 but 
Sayre promptly responded 
with a 13-4 run to take a 
14-point lead. The Wildcats 
saw their modest two-game 
winning streak snapped in a 
56-42 defeat. The Cats shot 
just 24 percent from the field 
(13 for 54) and 20 percent 
from three-point range (5 for 
20). Michael Antrobus was 
held in check throughout the 
game and was limited to seven 
points on one of 13 shooting.

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The basics of terms on 
food labels 


When you go grocery 
shopping, you’ve probably 
seen some new terms on the 
labels of your favorite foods. 
These terms are not meant to 
cause confusion but can help 
you make more informed 
choices about the foods you 
eat. This is a good thing, as 
concerns among consumers 
about food origin, safety and 
quality continue to increase. 

Here is a list of terms 
found on food labels and 
their definition as defined by 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture or the Food and 
Drug Administration. 

Organic - Products that 
are USDA-certified organic 
means that the food is pro¬ 
duced using methods that 
preserve the environment 
and avoid most synthetic 
materials, like antibiotics 
and certain pesticides. Farms 
and processors, aside from 
keeping organic food sepa¬ 
rate from nonorganic, also 
must use production tech¬ 
niques that support animal 
health and welfare, provide 
outdoor access to animals, 
use approved materials, do 
not use genetically modified 
ingredients and receive 
annual on-site inspections. 
Products that meet the 
organic production and pro¬ 
cessing requirements are the 
only ones allowed to be 
labeled organic in a grocery 
store. 

Natural - The USDA 
requires products with the 
natural label to be minimally 
processed and contain no 
artificial ingredients. The 
natural label does not include 
any standards about farm 
practices and only applies to 
the processing of meat and 
egg products. 

GMO - While labeling 
GMO products is voluntary 
for food companies, a prod¬ 
uct with a genetically modi¬ 
fied organism means that it 
was altered with a gene from 
an unrelated species outside 
of its natural environment. 
In many instances, GMO 
crops designed to resist insect 
attacks have experienced 
substantial reductions in 
insecticide use. Herbicide- 


tolerant crops have also 
offered environmental bene¬ 
fits through increased use of 
soil-protecting no-tillage 
farming. However, with the 
advent of herbicide resis¬ 
tance in certain weeds, there 
is some concern about 
increasing herbicide use on 
those farms. The technology 
was first introduced in the 
1990s, and now more than 
70 percent of packaged foods 
in North America contain 
GMOs. There is no evidence 
that consuming GMOs 
impacts human health in a 
negative way. There are con¬ 
cerns, however, about some 
GMO crops encouraging the 
overuse of pesticides and 
having a negative impact on 
the environment. 

Free-range poultry - This 
label means the birds were 
given shelter in a building, 
room or area with unlimited 
access to food and fresh 
water. They were also given 
continuous outdoor access 
during their production 
cycle. 

Cage-free - This term 
means poultry were able to 
freely roam a building, room 
or other enclosed area with 
unlimited access to food and 
fresh water during their pro¬ 
duction cycle. 

Grass-fed - The designa¬ 
tion means the animal was 
fed primarily grass through¬ 
out their life. Organic ani¬ 
mals’ pasture diet may be 
supplemented with grain. 
The USDA does not limit 
the use of antibiotics, hor¬ 
mones or pesticides for grass- 
fed label products, therefore 
you may see a meat product 
labeled as grass-fed organic 
when applicable. 

Pasture-raised - Current¬ 
ly, there is no federal defini¬ 
tion of this term from the 
USDA due to the number of 
variables involved in pasture 
production systems. 

The USDA makes no 
claims about one type of 
food being more nutritious 
or safer than another. For 
more information about 
food and nutrition, contact 
the Pendleton County 
Extension office.

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Improving reproductive 
efficiency in heifers 


To improve the repro¬ 
ductive efficiency, and thus 
profitability, of a beef cattle 
operation, you must under¬ 
stand proper heifer develop¬ 
ment. Properly managing 
yearling heifer reproduction 
is the first step toward repro¬ 
ductive efficiency. 

Your goal is to manage 
heifers so they’ll conceive 
early by reducing the age of 
puberty, shortening the time 
from puberty to conception 
and increasing fertility. 

Age at puberty is the 
most important factor in 
managing heifer reproduc¬ 
tion. For puberty to occur, a 
heifer should weigh at least 
67 percent of her expected 
mature weight. This percent¬ 
age of mature weight is a 
heifer’s “target weight.” 

Most heifer development 
programs require that heifers 
reach the target weight by 
the onset of their first breed¬ 
ing season. For maximum 
fertility and reproduction, 
heifers must have at least one 
estrus before the breeding 
season begins. Research 
shows that fertility increases 
about 20 percent from the 
first to third estrus after 
puberty. Thus, it’s logical to 
manage heifers to reach 
puberty before the start of 
breeding season. 

Crossbreeding is another 
management practice to 
reduce heifers’ age at puber¬ 
ty. Crossbred heifers, with a 
genetic makeup of not more 
than 75 percent of one breed, 
have a significantly reduced 
age at puberty compared to 
straight-bred heifers. Cross¬ 
bred heifers also have greater 
overall fertility resulting 
from hybrid vigor. 


Examine the cowherd to 
determine the cows’ approxi¬ 
mate weights and use these 
data to set the heifers’ target 
weights. Then, determine 
how much heifers must gain 
daily to reach the target 
weight. Once you determine 
the necessary daily weight 
gain, develop a ration that 
provides the proper nutrients 
to help heifers reach the tar¬ 
get weight. Periodically 
weigh heifers to ensure that 
they’re gaining the appropri¬ 
ate weight. If not, adjust the 
ration to compensate. 

Also, be sure heifers are 
properly vaccinated accord¬ 
ing to label and veterinarian 
recommendations. 

Breeding is the final step 
in managing heifer develop¬ 
ment. It’s advisable to con¬ 
sider estrus synchronization 
and/or artificial insemina¬ 
tion. Some advantages of 
estrus synchronization are 
potentially higher pregnancy 
rates; heavier, more uniform 
calves at weaning; and 
increased production and 
labor efficiency. Using AI 
gives producers the ability to 
use superior, more predict¬ 
able sires. 

Most calving problems 
occur when heifers have 
calves for the first time; thus, 
there is merit in using estrus 
synchronization and AI with 
bulls of proven calving ease 
on first-calf heifers. 

By getting heifers bred as 
early as possible, you give 
them more time to rebreed 
after calving. For more infor¬ 
mation about cattle repro¬ 
ductive efficiency or other 
cattle topics, contact the 
Pendleton County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service.

Annual farm show celebrates 
50 years of agriculture 


Farms mark the rolling 
landscapes around our Com¬ 
monwealth and farmers are as 
integral to the identity of 
Kentuckians as they are to the 
economic impact on our bot¬ 
tom line. Knowledge and wis¬ 
dom about the land, about 
family and about commit¬ 
ment have been passed down 
through the generations 
around bushels of corn and 
bales of wheat. And maybe 
most importantly, the sun¬ 
burned farmers and the crops 
they grow have a phenomenal 
influence on the calories we 
consume and the money we 
spend. 

Each February in Louis¬ 
ville, farmers, agribusiness 
executives and leaders in the 
field gather at the annual 
National Farm Machinery 
Show. Held at the Kentucky 
Exposition Center, the show 
addresses the challenges of 
farmers today and the value 
of the crops that are so impor¬ 
tant to us. 

This year, as we celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of the 
show, the show’s importance 
to the agriculture industry 
and the citizens of Kentucky 
still proves its worth. 

In February 1966, a few 
hundred farmers, salesmen 
and crop experts gathered in 
the then-named Kentucky 
Fair & Exposition Center to 
start a farm show.

This once-tiny farm show 
is now the nation’s largest 
indoor ag trade show and is 
the one of our most powerful 
tools to meet the needs of the 
industry. 

A recent analysis by the 
University of Kentucky Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture puts the 
total economic impact of 
agriculture production, 
inputs, processing, and man¬ 
ufacturing at nearly $46.3 bil¬ 
lion and represents 263,000 
jobs in Kentucky.
